We don’t know if President Johnson in­ 
tends to repy to that letter he received 
from Walter Reuther about United Auto 
Workers strategy for new contracts in 
•1964. 
In view of the President’s own previous 
remark that he thinks auto prices should 
come down because profits are high, it 
might be surmised he intends to keep up 
la correspondence on this subject. 
In a sense, the third party at the bar­ 
gaining table before bargaining has be­ 
gun is Lyndon B. Johnson. 
However, if he*gets back into his role 
of ch’et executive of the United States, 
he might want to point out to Mr. Reuther 
and UAW bargainers that their position 
on nigher wage rates and thicker fringes 
sometimes has seemed to be that these 
should come before profit—any profit at 
all. 


Peaceful Valley 


Altnougn me curlew law is still in ef­ 
fect, the ll p.m. siren won’t awaken 
slumbering Hanoverton residents here­ 
after. Councilman^ action has stilled the 
alarm and the townspeople are happy. 
And why shouldn’t they be. Not every­ 
one is fortunate enough to be able to re­ 
side in a small community (442 popula­ 
tion) as nice as our neighboring village 
IO miles south where even the mayor and 
the town councilmen frequently retire 
early, only to be rudely awakened by that 
dern-blasted siren. 
Eleven bells and all is well. 


Like many other union bargainers, they 
have ignored the responsibility of workers 
for their employers’ survival. They have 
argued, instead, that the employer owes 
him, and if he perishes in the process it 
is none of their concern.

Not all years in auto production are 
bonanza years. Auto Workers bargainers 
must give some thought to what happened 
to the Steel Workers when they became 
the highest hourly rated most deeply 
fringe benefited workers on the unem­ 
ployed lists. They must give thought, too, 
to ill the auto producers that have gone 
out oi business.

A higmy placed Panamanian 
official, who is a friend of mine 
as well as an intimate of Presi­ 
dent Roberto Chian, contacted 
me

erable alarm. 
He w a r n e d 
that t h e r e 
w a s serious 
danger of a 
c a rn o u- 
flaged C o m ­ 
munist c o u p 
in his nation 
and was dis­ 
turbed o v e r 
the airy fashion in which some 
American officials were taking 
such reports. 
In view of our past conversa­ 
tions in Panama City he wanted 
to pass word on that the Castro- 
Maoist 
(Chinese 
Communist) 
cells were attempting to use the 
14,000 Panamanians who work 
on the Canal as their base for a 
fast power play. 
Immediately, I checked this 
out with another Panamanian 
friend—one of that country’s la­ 
bor experts — Ambassador Mi­ 
guel (Mike) Moreno, Panama’s 
chief delegate to the Organiza­ 
tion of American States. 
Lespite our friendship, he re­ 
fused to discuss any threat to 
his government. But Mike Mor­ 
eno did confirm the nature of 
Communist agitation among the 
Canal employes. 
‘‘Our people are loyal but re-

Your business 
people are not coming down be­ 
cause of the crisis and are halt­ 
ing their investment plans. The 
Panama Hilton Hotel has had to 
lay off some 40 people. Another 
hotel has only one floor operat­ 
ing. And joblessness is made to 
order for the Communist organ­ 
izers. There 
could

trouble.” 


AND THERE 
almost 
was, 
last week. Word 
spread 
that 
Panamanian nationals were pre­ 
paring to paralyze the Canal 


with a work boycott. So serious 
was the threat considered that 
the Panam a Canal Co. began 
quietly 
recruiting 
housewives 
and high school youngsters for 
whatever use they could be of 
in Canal operations. 
But National Maritime Union 
(NMU) president 
Joe Curran 
quickly telephoned Rene Lioean- 
jie NMU Caribbean regional di­ 
rector. 
Curran told his colleague that 
the union s 5,000 dockworkers, 
longshoremen, dredgemen, line 
handlers, tugboat crews, hospit­ 
al workers and ship crews were 
to stay on the job. There was 
to be no stoppage 
They were not to be agitated 
by any politicos, known or un­ 
known. Nor were they to be ter­ 
rorized by threats of beatings 
or frightened by warnings to 
stay off the job. 
The NMU has members in 
Republic as well as in the Zone. 
They kept the Canal operating. 
For the moment, at least, the 
threat is ended. But a n g e r 
amongst the men has hi?h velo­ 
city and the emotional wounds 
are still raw. 


THIS IS NO TIME to pull 
punches. If we do, the Commu­ 
nists will get their blows in. The 
time has come to ask the canal 
company and the P e n t a g o n 
quite loudly why they are so 
tough on their Panamanian em­ 
ployes. 
A list of grievances of the 
Panamanian nationals has just 


been handed me by Joe Curran. 
Small wonder the men are bit­ 
ter against the U.S. They have 
worked, for example, as many 
as 24 out of 35 hours and then 
have been told to return in five 
hours after their last shift. 
Crews on tugs have been cut 
in half. Deck hands and long­ 
shoremen have been abused by 
officials using four languages. 
On Jan. 21, for instance, the 
authorities reduced the crew of 
a ve'-'el from 20 to 14 men. 
They had already put in eight 
hours wi .out a lunch period 
and they were ordered to make 
another “ Iran 
This entitled 
each of them to a box lunch. 


THEY WERE GIVEN three 
boxes to be divided among the 
entire 14 men after a full day’s 
stint and another l o o m i n g 
ahead. Each box consisted of a 
“ grass” sandwich, a slice of 
cake, an apple and a small can 
of juice. 
This is only the list of griev­ 
ances for January. 
No U.S. citizen would take 
such treatment. Why do 
two 
federal agencies treat human 
beings so badly? And it has 
been this way for almost half a 
century. These people are our 
friends. And in the words of 
Ambassador Moreno — why are 
we trying to push them right 
into the hands of the Commun­ 
ists or some “ strong man” who 
will eventually fall to the Com­ 
munists?

but only in the homes and in 
the hearts of men. 
President Johnson in his ad­ 
dress made an interesting sug­ 
gestion — that in the City of 
Washington, the seat of govern­ 
ment, there must be “a fitting 
memorial to the God who made 
us all.” He added: 
“Our government cannot and 
should not sponsor the erection 
of such a memorial with public 
funds. But such a living me­ 
morial should be here. It should 
be a center of prayer, open to 
all men of all faiths at all 
times. . . . 
“The world is given many 
statistics about the per capita 
vices of Washington, but 
the 
world knows all too little about 


the per capita virtues of those 
who live and labor here.” 


THE WHOLE OCCASION was 
an extraordinary one. 
Not a 
word of politics — implicit or 
explicit — was expressed. Nor 
was there any comment on the 
policies of the government. 
The meeting was devoted en­ 
tirely to the encouragement of 
prayer 
breakfast 
g r o u p s 
throughout the country. 
These are voluntary meetings 
held by small groups in every 
city and state. The movement 


was founded by Dr. Abraham 
Ver. Ide, who also initiated the 
breakfast groups at the Capitol 
in the two houses of Congress 
more than 20 years ago. Now 
there 
are 
many 
breakfast 
groups composed of personnel 
of 
state 
as 
well 
as 
city 
governments. 
None of these meetings are 
directed by any governmental 
body, and the prayers are the 
voluntary action not only of per­ 
sons in public office but of their 
friends and acquaintances in all 
walks of life.

We hav e made 
su ch plans for su ch an ev entu al­ 
ity .” 
Johnson, who spoke b efore 
Castro's pledg e to su pply an 
hou r’s flow of water a day , said 
there was enou g h water at the 
b ase to last for 12 day s and “in 
addition to which water can b e 
b rou g ht in and will b e b rou g ht 
in indefinitely b y ship from 
Port Ev erg lades, Fla.” 
The Pentag on said the water 
rations for the 10,5 00 
persons on 
the b ase had b een redu ced to 
one-fou rth of normal. The nav y 
was already planning to hau l in 
emerg ency su pplies.

Castro b lamed the U.S. g ov ­ 
ernment for Goldwater’s state­ 
ment, say ing it “encou rag ed 
Jiim with its ag g ressiv e policy .” 
At his news conference, Cas­ 
tro charg ed the United States 
with ag g ression and “taking a 
cold war action” when it seized 
the fishing b oats. 
He accu sed American ships 
and planes of “repeatedly v io­ 
lating Cu b an territorial waters 
and air space” and declared he 
may ask the United Nations to 
interv ene “b efore thing s g et 
more seriou s.” 
While in New York Johnson 
discu ssed the situ ation b y tele­ 
hone with Secretary of Defense 
Rob ert S. McNamara and Sec­ 
retary of State Dean Ru sk.

The kind o f p ro du cts the Lat­ 
ins sell — mo stly agricu ltu ral 
and mineral raw materials— 
hav e lo st mo re than $10 millio n 
a y ear o v er the last eight y ears 
becau se o f the p rice declines. 


FURTHERMORE, the fo rma­ 
tio n o f Western trade gro u p s 
su ch as The Eu ro p ean Co mmo n 
Market, to gether with the ex ­ 
istence o f U.S. restrictiv e p o li­ 
cies aimed at p ro tecting U.S. 
p ro du cers, has made it increas­ 
ingly difficu lt to sell their go o ds. 
The resu lt, as assessed by the 
United Natio ns Eco no mic Co m­ 
missio n to Latin America is that 
u nless so mething is do ne to 
sell mo re o n the wo rld market, 
the area’s eco no mic dev elo p ­ 
ment will so o n be p araly zed. 
That "so mething" is shap ing 
u p as widesp read accep tance o f 
o ng-standing o v ertu res by the 
So v iet Unio n, Co mmu nist China, 
and o ther Eastern natio ns to es­ 
tablish imp o rtant co mmercial 
relatio ns. The United States is 
relu ctant to see this hap p en fo r 
two reaso ns. 
First, it fears Increased trade 
will lead to clo ser p o litical ties. 
Seco nd, the deals co u ld be two » 
way affairs, with the East­ 
ern co u ntries ev entu ally selling 
to the Latins as well as bu y ing 
fro m them. This wo u ld cu t into 
the U.S. market. 
The trend to ward increased 
trade with the East began slo w­ 
ly . In 1960, the U.S. still ab­ 
so rbed 41.8 p er cent o f Latin 
America’s e x p o r t p ro du cts. 
Western Eu ro p e by that time 
had increased greatly its trade 
with the area and abso rbed 
31.6 p er cent. The So v iet Unio n, 
Co mmu nsit China and Eastern 
Eu ro p e bo u ght o nly 3.6 p er cent. 


TWO YEARS iater, the United 
States was taking in o nly 33.7 
p er cent. Western Eu ro p e had 
increased its share to 33.3 p er 
cent and the so cialist blo c had 
mo re than do u bled its p o rtio n, to 
,7.3 p er cent. 
I No w, Latin eco no mists are In 
the p ro cess o f fo rming a soli< 
fro nt fo r the Wo rld Trade and 
Dev elo p ment Co nference sched­ 
u led fo r March in Genev a, which 
the sp o nso ring United Natio ns 
sees as the p o int o f dep artu re 
fo r a new age in internatio nal 
trade. 
They hav e reached the co n­ 
clu sio n that they "sho u ld lo o k 
mo re to ward trading, as lo ng 
as it is co mmercially adv ant 
ageo u s, with co u ntries u sing 
a v ariety o f p o litical and eco n­ 
o mic sy stems." On Jan. 28, 
delegates to an ECIA co nfer 
ence in Brazil agreed that "it 
wo u ld benefit o u r natio ns to 
wo rk mo re clo sely co mmercial 
ly with these co u ntries, many 
o f which (like o u rselv es are) 
dev elo p ing." 
Sev eral Latin go v ernments al­ 
ready are do ing this. Mex ico re­ 
cently signed trade agreements 
with Po land and Yu go slav ia and 
Brazil agreed to barter co ffee 
fo r wheat fro m Ru ssia, a deal 
the So v iets had to cancel be­ 
cau se they did no t hav e eno u gh 
wheat.

The Fo o d and Dru g Adminis­ 
tratio n has ap p ro v ed irradiated 
baco n and is ex p ected to ap ­ 
p ro v e, within the nex t mo nth, 
irradiated p o tato es fo r which an 
ap p licatio n is p ending. Ap p lica­ 
tio ns are p ending, to o , fo r irra­ 
diated o ranges and lemo ns. 
Irradiatio n to p reserv e fo o d is 
do ne by gamma ray s o r electro n 
beams. It’s the kind that do esn’t 
stay o n to leav e any lingering 
radio -activ ity —it kills decay ing 
agents and mo v es o n. 
FDA ap p ro v al means that the 
irradiated 
fo o d 
items 
are 
stamp ed safe fo r hu man co n­ 
su mp tio n.
